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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: The Applicants' arguments are not persuasive; the Applicants agree that the 
reference to Everett disclosed all the important limitations of the claimed invention, 
except the reference to Everett does not explicitly teach that the input video signal, the 
background video signal and the output video signal are all of an interlaced format 
( comprising two interlaced fields ) as claimed and as underlined by the Applicants on 
pages 2, 3 of the REMARKS. However, Everett teaches systems that can also act on 
interlaced format (comprising two interlaced fields) including output signals in 
interlaced format, are notoriously well known systems in the art, as evidence Everett 
col. 1 lines 42-48, col. 2 lines 23-26 have been cited; because of these teachings, an 
artisan would be motivated to modify Everett's disclosure and implement these existing 
teachings to arrive at the claimed invention, this implementation would provide system 
that can also operate on interlaced format (two interlaced fields) including output signals 
in interlaced format. 

No persuasive arguments have been provided; therefore the rejection is 
maintained.
